Claim 6 (Previously Amended) A method according to claim 1 wherein the 

composition fiirther comprises a lipophilic compound. 

Claim 7 (Original) A method according to claim 6 wherein the lipophilic 

compound is selected from the group consisting of organic solvents, phosphatidyl 
choline, cholesterol and mixtures thereof. 

Claim 8 (Previously Amended) A method according to claim 1 wherein the 

administering comprises oral administering. 

Claim 9 (Previously Amended) A method according to claim 1 wherein the 

administering comprises parenteral administering. 

Claim 10 (Original) A method according to claim 9 wherein the administering is a 
dosing method selected from the group consisting of transdermal administering, 
subcutaneous injecting, intravenous injecting, intraperitoneal injecting, intramuscular 
injecting, intrastemal injection, intrathecal injection, intraventricular injecting, 
intracerebro ventricular injecting, and infusing. 
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Claim 1 1 (Currently Amended) A method according to claim 1 wherein the composition 
is administered to a patient in a unitary dose of from about 1 to about 1000 mg. 

Claim 12 (Currently Amended) A method according to claims claim 11 wherein the 
unitary dose m is administered to the patient from about 1 to about 3 time times a day. 

Claim 13 (Original) A method of inhibiting the progression of atherosclerosis in a 
patient in need thereof comprising administering to the patient an effective anti-oxidation 
amount of a compound of claim 1 . 

Claim 14 (Previously Amended) A method of treating a patient for 

atherosclerosis comprising administering to the patient an effective anti-oxidation amount 
of a compound of claim 1 .
